Eeef;     The  October  su'oply  reports  indicated  the  t  the  cuts  of  beef  most  in  de-  • 
mand        steaks  ard  roasts  —  r/ere  still  in  short  su  ^nly  evervnvhere  except  in  the 
T.est.     In  the  ''.•/ost,  however,  there  vere  fewer  reports  of  adequate  supplies  than 
in  September;  v;hile  ir.  the  "/nrtheast  there  was  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  areas 
reportin^^  no  stoch.s.     There  wc  s  little  chan^T^e  in  the  reported  su-nply  situation 
for  these  bettc-r  cuts  in  other  regions.     Stews  ar:o  of  er  cuts  were  'generally 
adequate,  with  sli'^ht  scarcities  still  found  in  most  sections,  and  hambv.r"er  was 
in  "^ood  supply.

Mutton:     lieports  on  iriutton  alone  were  obtained  this  month  foh  the  first  tir.e. 
Supplies  v/ere  considered  aderuate  in  71  percent  of  reportjng  areas  in  the  Fori:h- 
east  and  in  almost  all  h  idv.'e stern  ard  I  'estern  areas,  but  in  only  44  to  62  per- 
cent of  areas  in  the  South  and  Southwest. 

Fork:    All  pork  cuts  (including,  unraticned  as  'v-'cll  as  rationed)  v.'ere  reported  to 
be  scarce  in  a  lar;-er  nvirp.bGr  of  areas  in  Cctcber  thar  durin-^:  the  previous  m.onth. 
There  itos  little  essential  diffGrance  from,  one  part  cf  the  country  to  another 
v;ith  respect  to  availability  cf  the  various  cuts.     In  the  '  ortheast  and  South, 
all  cuts  were  out  of  stock  in  up  to  3C'  percert  of  reportinr  areas  and  scarce  in 
most  r  err.  a  in  infi;  areas.     In  other  re-^ions  t]\e  lar*;e  bulk  of  areas  reported  all 
cuts  scarce, 

I'i scellareous  Meats:     P.eady-to-ea t  hams  became  scarce  almost  ever--,nvhere  during 
September,  particularly  in  tlie  ''rest^'Tr  of  early  Cctcber  thoy  were  adecuate  in 
no  noro  than  13  percent  of  areas  in  any  rc.ion  ard  were  ou,t  of  stock  in  many 
places,     Cthor  ready- to-eat  r-eats  vrero  in  shorter  sunply  t^Tn  last  m.onth  in  all 
regions.     P oFi<r'svMsF^o~\rer e  more  difficult  tc  obtain  evorywhicro  but  v.'orG  still 
adequate  irP'42  to  61  percent  of  reportin';^,  areas.     Supplies  of  other  types  of 
sausaf!;e  were  little  chan?;ed  ard  were  r^enorally  considered  to  be  adequate  except 
in  the  South.

Fats  and  Cils:     The  reports  collected  on  bv.ttcr  during;  the  period  October  5 
t'  rough  9  probabl}'  do  rot  fully  reflect  the  point  vcluo  increase  put  into  effect 
October  1.     These  reports  indicated  th?.t  the  scarcities  previously  reported  had 
become  riors  widespread  in  most  regions,  vith  the  greatest  change  taking  place  in 
the  Southwest  and  ".'est.     In  the  Midwest  39  percent  of  the  reporting  areas  had 
adequate  supplies,  but  in  other  regions  most  areas  could  not  meet  demands.  Sup- 
plies of  nargcrine  continued  adequate  almost  3verj";;here .     Ti'/elve  areas  in  the 
country  reported  e.  shortage  and  four  sbovv'ed  a  surplus.     Reports  of  surpluses  of 
lard  have  all  bv.t  disappeared.     Thirtj'- seven  creas  reported  a  scarcity  as  against 
t^A'o  in  September.     In  the  South  supplies  i/.'cre  indicated  as  scarce  in  35  percent  of 
the  areas.     Scarcities  of  shortening  are  developing  evei-jn'/here .     Seventeen  to 
twenty-eight  p: rcent  of  areas  in  all  regions  reported  a  shortage  in  errly  Cotcber. 
About  the  sane  situation  prevailed  for  salad  oils  as  for  shortening. 

Cheeses:  In  Cctober  the  s.u-)ply  picture  for  Group  I  (Cheddar)  cheese  was  little 
different  from  &  month  previous.     T'"'is  commodity,  however,  v/as  reported  in  better 
supply  in  the  West.     Group  II  cheeses  v/ere  reported  in  adenuate  supply  in  12  to 
48  pcrceiit  of  areas,  vith  a  considerable  improvement  registered  in  the  Southv;est 
and  V/est.     Supplies  of  Group  III  cheese  decreased  in  the  T'orthcast  and  Midwest. 
All  of  these  cheeses  were  still  very  scarce  everjnArhere . 

Evaporated  I!ilk;     Supplies  v/ere  reported  slightly  m-ore  scarce  in  all  ra'-.icns. 
There  was  little  change  in  the  distribution  picture  on  a  nationv;ide  basis,  and 
the  South  and  Southwest  cortinued  to  report  shortages,  particularly  of  s-Docific 
brands . 

Soaps ;     For  the  first  ti:c  complete  data  were  obtained  en  the  supply  situation 
for  the  four  major  groups  of  soaps;  these  reports  shoivod  flakes  and  granules  to 
be  the  most  scarce  type,  except  in  the  South  v;here  bar  laimdry  soap  was  still 
tho-most  serious  slortage.     ''.■ashing  powder  sup-':lios  \~rerc  also  generally  inade- 
quate.    Toil'-t  soap,  hov'cvcr,  was  in  'adccuato  supply  everywhere. 

PRCCESSED  FOODS 

Cannad  Fruits  and  Juic-s?    Reports  obtained  in  early,  October  indicate  that  only  ' 
a  small  volurr.o  of  supplies  from  the  rew  pack  have  yet  entered  distributive  chan- 
nels.    Canned  fruits  and  juices,  except  gr^-^pcfruit  juice,  were  still  ovt  of  stock 
or  scarce  in  .-ost  parts  cf  the  country  outside  of  t:  c  '"est  at  t'lis  time.  Canned 
berries  and  pears  v/cre  the  two  canned  fruits  rest  often  reported  out  of  stock, 
as  has  been  the  case  in  previous  months.     Canned  pineapple  was  in  much  improved 
supply  only  in  the  Tidwest,  and  rem.c  ined  out  of  stock  in  at  least  half  of  report- 
ing areas  in  a:  1  regions.    As  com.parod  v,'ith  September,  fewer  areas  throu-.hout  the 
country'  wore  entirely  out  of  stock  of  canned  pincc-pple  juice,  but  cJmost  nowhere 
v.'Grc  supplies  reported  adoouctc.     The  distribution  of  canned  poaches  was  report- 
ed to  be  uneven,  with  the  ■'Tost  having  rather  adequate  supplies  wl-ilo  the  South 
v.'as  largely  out  of  stock.    Fruit  cocktail  supplies  tended  to  be  slightly  scarcer 
than  in  September,  and  ;.'erj  reported'  scarce  or  cut  ox'  stock  nearly  ovcryv;herc. 
Reports  were  obtained  for  the  first  ti 'c  on  canned  apricots,  and  t'-is  item  was 
found  som.ewhat  scarce  everywhere  except  in  the  ■■'o.st,  whore  four-fifths  of  re- 
porting areas  had  plentiful  supplies.    Reports  on  cherries  vjore  broken  dov.-n  into 
two  groups,  v/hich  indicated  that  both  swoot  cherries  and  the  rod  sour  pitted 
typo  were  scarce  or  out  of  stock  in  ;^ost  areas  ever; w;h ere,     Ca:-^nod  pium.s  and 
prunes  wore  adequate  only  in  the  "/'est  —  and  olsev;h.ere  stocks  were  more  inadc-  ■ 
quate  than  a  month  ago.    According  to  the  reports  grapefruit  juice  remained  plen- 
tiful cvoryvvherc,  while  grape  juice  continued  to  be "  out  of  stock  or  scarce  in  all 
regaons.

Carnod  baked  boars 
were  reported  to  be  more  scarce  in  --^ost  re-:ions  than  in  Septenbor ,  partTculTTrly"  Tn 
the  West,  but  v/ero  still  in  adecuate  supply  in  at  Iccst  70  p';rccnt  of  areas  in  all 
rc'-;jons.     The  nunber  of  reports  of  adenuate  si^p-olics  of  snap  beans  declined  dn 
the  VJost  but  there  appeared  to  be  ample  supplies  in  othe]r"pa.rts  of  the  country. 
Canned  green  lima  beans  vraro  reported  on  this  month  for  the  first  time,  and  v/cre 
found  generally  sccrce  or  out  of  stoclr  in  ?  large  m;    or ity  of  areas.     Beets  and 
spinach  continu.^d  to  bo  reported  in  adecuate  Euppl;^.     Tcrato  Juice,   still  rationed, 
VvTas  reported  to  bo  in  bett:,r  supply'-  in  all  regions  t;iis  month,  but  renainod  scarce 
in  28  to  59  percent  of  arer.  s  outside  the  West. 

Spreads ;  All  spreads  viere  reported  in  i.-ore  adec  urte  supply  than  ever  before.  To 
noticeable  scarcities  of  jams,  jellies,  or  fruit  butters  wore  reported  in  any  re- 
gion.    Citrus  iiiarmaladc  v'tis  in  surplus. 

Dried  ^'oods:     Only  a  liirited  volume  of  dried  fruit  has  been  shipped  from  the  ncv; 
pai-':  ■  :Td  .'ost  areas  report  that  tlicir  seasonably  low  summer  stoc!':s  have  not  ;;et 
h^'jj.  rc     -T'ished.     Dried  prunes  continued  in  the  generally  scarce  groups,  v/hile 
rai    -  I.'..  -       a  Mr  rants  were  in  somev/hat  better  supply.    I'o  region  showed  over  16 
perc ■  ■    r.i   rep  5rts  of  dry  beans  in  the  scarce  column,  and  six  areas  reported  a 
si'rpjus.     This  picture  is  'i^ore  fevorcble  than  that  reported  in  September. 

Mi  f'.cellaneous :     Canned  soup  supplies  were  little  chan^^.ed  since  September,  v/ith  the 
Kox' e.-.eas  1;  end  Midwest  the  only  regions  rerjorting  substontial  shortages.  Baby 
f_r^-ir,8  wore  reported  separately  from  other  types  of  baby  foods  this  month  and 
were  i'ound  generally  scarce  or  out  of  stock  ever^.nvherc.     Other  baby  foods  v/oro 
in  entirely  adeauate  supply. 

OTHER  FOODS 

Rice  was  reported  in  pore  inadequrto  suppl^-  in  October  than,  a  month  before  in  the 
Northeast  and  Kidwcst.     The  Sor.th  and  Sou.thwest  continued  to  report  a  consider- 
able scarcity.     Si;ipplies  of  corn  ne-l  w^re  still  very  scarce  in  tlie  South  and 
Southwest,  and  had  become  shcr'cor  in  the  West,  although  relatively  unchanged 
elsewhere.     Corn  grits  continued  very  scrrce  in  the  South,  and  tl^ere  were  moro 
reports  of  shc*rtagcs  in  the  Southwest  than  in  September,     "enorts  on  sugar  were 
received  from  103  areas  throughout  t'-e  country.     Supplie.s  of  this  com'-^odity  wore 
reported  inadequate  in  a  largo  proportion  of  areas  in  the  Northeast,  Midwest,  and 
South,  but  fairly  adecuate  in  the  other  two  regions.     Cocoa  supplies  vrere  ade- 
quate in  53  to  67  percent  of  arers  outside  of  the  South,  v.'hcre  only  23  percent 
indicated  sufficient  stocks  to  satisfy  consumer  demands.  There  v/cro  almost  no  re- 
ports of  completely  depicted  stocks,  however.     Stocks  of  syrvips  were  at  about  the 
same  level  as  before,  being  rather  scarce  in  tl-^c  Vvest  and  Midwest  and  to  a  lesser 
extent  in  the  Nortl^'cast.     In  generally  adequate  supply  ^vere  eggs ,  milk,  poultry, 
and  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables,  vrith  seasonal  scarcities  cf"  each  in  certain  parts 
of  the  country.     Onions  continued  in  moderate  surplus.
